Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 

To  the  School  Board  of  Canaan : 

During  the  year  ending  June  30,  1938,  there  were 
324  pupils  registered  in  all  of  the  schools  of  the  dis- 
trict. The  per  cent,  of  attendance  for  the  year  was 
94.25.  The  number  of  pupils  for  the  year  was  slightly 
less  than  that  of  the  previous  year,  328.  The  per  cent, 
of  attendance,  too,  was  less  since  the  per  cent,  of  at- 
tendance for  1936-37  was  95.0.  During  the  year  under 
consideration,  the  board  made  at  various  times  fourteen 
visits  to  the  schools,  two  hundred  and  ninety-six  citi- 
zens visited  the  schools,  and  the  superintendent  made 
171   calls. 

Twelve  elementary  and  thirty-five  secondary  pupils 
from  outside  towns  were  registered  in  the  schools.  These 
figures,  too,  are  less  than  those  of  the  year  before.  Dur- 
ing the  year  1936-37  there  were  twenty-two  elementary 
and  thirty-eight  high  school  pupils  registered.  The  dis- 
trict has  some  pupils  attending  the  schools  in  Enfield : 
eleven  in  the  elementary  and  three  in  the  high  school. 
Ninety  pupils  were  transported  at  the  expense  of  the 
district.  This  number  is  about  evenly  divided  between 
high  and  elementary  pupils — 48  elementary  and  42  high 
school, 
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The  December  enrollment  for  the  current  year  was 
two  hundred  and  ninety-two.  The  high  school  enroll- 
ment was  eighty-one  This  is  a  drop  of  fifteen  pupils 
from  the  year  before.  Twenty-three  non-resident  pu- 
pils, mostly  from  Grafton,  were  to  be  found  in  the  high 
school.  Figures  for  last  year  show  that  there  were 
thirty-five  non-resident  pupils  in  attendance  sometime 
during  the  year. 

There  were  some  changes  in  the  teaching  force. 
Miss  Ruth  Chellis  from  the  University  of  New  Hamp- 
shire followed  Mr.  Day  in  the  Commerce  Department 
of  the  High  School.  Mr.  David  Applebaum,  a  Keene 
Normal  School  graduate,  took  over  Mr.  John  H.  Day  in 
the  Center  school,  and  Phyllis  B.  Moody,  also  from 
Keene  Normal  School,  was  elected  to  teach  in  the  Story 
school.  Miss  Sybil  Sweatt,  after  teaching  two  years  in 
Ihe  Story  school,  was  transferred  to  grades  3  and  4  in 
the  Canaan  Village. 

The  problem  of  repairs  again  bobs  up  at  the  build- 
ing in  the  Village  occupied  by  the  High  school.  There 
is  no  question  but  that  a  special  appropriation  should 
be  made  at  the  coming  school  meeting  to  take  care  of 
these.  Blackboards,  too,  are  needs  at  the  West  and  the 
school  in  the  village  now  occupied  by  grades  3  and  4. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  High  School  pupils  are 
at  present  without  any  place  in  which  they  can  meet 
boys  and  girls  from  other  schools  in  athletic  activities. 
It  is  also  to  be  regretted  that  facilities  at  the  High 
School  building  limit  the  opportunities  to  be  offered  in 
courses  of  a  practical  nature.  This  may  have  some  bear- 
ing upon  the  decrease  in  the  numbers  of  non-resident 
pupils. 

May  I  express  my  thanks  to  the  members  of  the 
board  for  the  co-operation  given  me  in  keeping  the 
schools  running  smoothly.

Feeble  minded  (blind  gfirl)  was  sent  to  Laconia 
State  School. 

Two  children  attending  village  school  were  sent  to 
Laconia  State  School.  One  boy  was  sent  to  Industrial 
School. 

Canaan  Center  school  boy  was  taken  to  Cripple 
Children's  Clinic  for  check-up  after  Infantile  Paralysis.
